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Holiday tragedy as 
five killed on roads

FIVE people have been killed on the 
county’s roads in as many days over the 
holiday period. 

It brings the number of people who have 
died in collisions countywide in 2012 to 36 
- almost double the previous year. 

Northamptonshire Police have said that 
there have been ‘no common theme’ 
between the fatal collisions. 

Road deaths had been declining after a 
high of 74 in 2006. The figure was down to 
19 in 2011. 

But on Boxing Day, 33-year-old Londoner 
Kevin John O’Keefe was killed when the 
car he was a passenger in hit a tree on 
Holdenby Road just outside Church 
Brampton. 

The next day, at about 8am, a 43-year-old 
woman died after her Kia Sportage was in 
collision with the central reservation 
between junction 8 and 9 of the A14. 

Melanie Parkinson, from Barton 
Seagrave, died at Kettering General 
Hospital. Then, on Friday, the driver of a 
Maserati Coupe G died as his car came off 
the A5, close to Fosters Booth, and hit a 
tree as he headed in the direction of 
Towcester. 

He was named as 61-year-old Nigel 
Howse of Nether Heyford. 

The road was closed for almost five hours 
as emergency services dealt with the 
collision. 

Finally, on Sunday, brothers Balrik Singh 
Dhesi, 30, and Jatinder Singh Dhesi, 23, 


both of Whitworth Way, Irthlingborough, 
died after the vehicle Balrik was driving 
towards Kettering on the A6 collided with 
a Fiat Punto, which was heading the oppo¬ 
site way. Jatinder was head coach of the 
University of Northampton’s American 
football side. Two women in the other car 
sustained minor injuries. 

Deputy Chief Constable Suzette 
Davenport said: “Tragically, 36 people 
lost their lives on our roads last year and 
our thoughts, as always, are with those 
who have lost loved ones. 

“We remain resolutely committed to 
making Northamptonshire’s roads as 
safe as possible and will enter 2013 com¬ 
pletely focussed on reducing the number 
of fatal and serious injury collisions on 
our roads. 

“Officers from our Collision 
Investigation Team are tasked with estab¬ 
lishing the facts behind fatal collisions on 
our roads and so far no common themes 
have been identified. 

“A variety of possible contributory 
factors including distraction, fatigue, 
excess alcohol, inappropriate speed, 
vehicle defects and weather conditions 
have been uncovered as part of those 
investigations. 

“We continue to work with our partners 
to ensure the roads are as safe as possible 
and would urge everyone who uses the 
roads, be they pedestrian, passenger, 
driver or rider, to think road safety at all 
times.” Anyone with information about 
any of the incidents is asked to call the 
Drivewatch Hotline on 0800 174615.

THIEVES have left a 
Northampton band high 
and dry after stealing their 
£13,500 van which con¬ 
tained £10,000 worth of 
musical equipment. 

The Jets, a rockabilly band, 
comprised of three brothers, 
Bob, Ray and Tony Cotton 
have been together since 
1974 and in the early 1980s 
scored a number of chart hits 
with records like Yes Tonite 
losephine, Love Makes the 
world Go Around and the 
Honey Dripper. 

They have been left ‘gutted’ 
after the thieves not only 
stole their van from near 
their home but took it by 
loading it on to a flatbed 
recovery vehicle and driving 
away with it. 

The van had been parked in 
Fife Street, Northampton and 
was taken some time 
between 11.45pm on Friday, 
December 21 and 00.15am on 
Saturday, December 22. 

The distinctive Mercedes 
‘Sprinter’ has black vinyl on 
the sides and rear doors, 
placed to look like windows. 

It was fully alarmed and if 


the thieves had broken into it 
the alarm would have gone 
off. 

Rob said: “What was taken 
is our business, it is our liveli¬ 
hood. We cannot work with¬ 
out any van or equipment 
and we are all gutted by what 
has happened. 

“We had to do a gig after the 
theft but managed to beg, 


steal and borrow equipment. 

“We put out an appeal on 
Facebook following the theft 
and had a tremendous 
response. 

“Some of the musical equip¬ 
ment taken, like the double 
bass, we have had for 35 
years. 

“We are going to have to 
replace all the equipment. 


Whoever stole the van would 
never have known there was 
anything in it as you could 
not see in. 

“I fear the van was stolen to 
be broken up and sold as 
spare parts. 

“We have always parked the 
van in Fife Street and to have 
it taken in this way is a slap in 
the face.” 


Cops hunt ‘hit Ben proves to be 
and run’ driver a Saint for Niamh 


A MAN was run down as he 
crossed a road on Boxing Day 
evening. 

The 56-year-old was walk¬ 
ing across Cotswold Avenue, 
Duston (right), at around 
10pm when he was struck by 
an unknown vehicle.

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‘Harm’ fear for Artur, 32, 
missing after night out

A MAN who has been missing 
for almost two weeks is feared 
to have ‘come to harm’. 

Officers at Northampton¬ 
shire Police said they are 
growing 'increasingly con¬ 
cerned’ for Artur Liana, 32, 
who has not been seen since 
December 22. 

Mr Liana, from Northampton, 
was reported missing by friends 
when he failed to return home 
following a night out in the 
town. 

Police have now said they 
believe he could have come to 
harm. 

He had become separated 
from his friends and CCTV 
footage shows him outside the 
Borjia nightclub in Castillian 
Street at about 1.35am on 
Saturday. 

Despite extensive searches by 
police, there have been no 
further sightings of him. 

Detective Inspector Louise 
Fleckney, who is leading the 
search, said: “We are growing 
increasingly concerned for Mr 
Liana’s safety. 

“He has not been in contact 
with any of his friends or family 
over the Christmas period and 


this is extremely out of charac¬ 
ter. 

“We have carried out extensive 
searches around the town cen¬ 
tre, which have not revealed 
anything, and we believe he 
may have come to harm. 

“If anyone who was in the area 
of Castillian Street and the town 
centre early on Saturday morn¬ 
ing thinks they may have seen 
Mr Liana, please call 
Northampton CID on 101. 

Mr Liana is a Polish man, 


described as white, around 6’ 2”, 
of medium build with short 
dark hair. He was wearing a 
smart, dark coloured suit jacket 
with a lighter coloured shirt, 
smart casual trousers in a light¬ 
er colour than the suit jacket, 
with black shoes. 

Officers would like to speak to 
anyone who may have seen Mr 
Liana on Saturday morning or 
over the past few days. 

Anyone with any information 
is asked to contact police on 101.

stations were on the scene 
for three hours. 

The ground floor kitchen 
was severely damaged by 
fire, while the rest of the 
property suffered severe 
smoke damage.

THE new Police and Crime 
Commissioner plans to ‘eradi¬ 
cate drugs’ and put 1,000 volun¬ 
teers on the street to reduce 
crime in his five-year plan. 

Released yesterday, PCC Adam 
Simmonds is consulting the 
public on his vision for 
Northamptonshire. 

He vows to recruit a ‘reservist 
force’ of 200 people who will be 
paid to work 20 days a year. He 
also plans to put 1,000 volunteers 
in uniform to fight crime and 
‘create a visible presence’ in 
neighbourhoods. 

As revealed in the Herald & Post 
in November, he is also taking 
forward plans to move the force 
out of its current headquarters at 
Wootton Hall. 

One of his ideas is that those 
committing anti-social behav¬ 
iour in town centres will have 
their pictures put in local news¬ 
papers, be banned from the town 
centre and be prosecuted. 

He will set up a new Office for 
Drug Eradication which he says 
will ‘actively dismantle’ drug 
markets. 

There is also a suggestion that 
the justice system will no longer 
operate in the ‘9-5’ hours but will 
be expected to work with offend¬ 
ers ‘in the community at times 
when they are most at risk of 
offending’. 

A Victim’s Commission will 
also come into force. 

Mr Simmonds said: “There has 


already been extensive consulta¬ 
tion on policing priorities for 
Northamptonshire, which was 
held between August-October. 

“This involved detailed research 
of nearly 8,500 people and organ¬ 
isations about which things they 
felt were most important. 

“The top priorities which came 
out of that were anti-social 
behaviour, drugs and burglary, 
violent crime and road safety. 
Increased police visibility was 
chosen as the most popular way 


for tackling these issues. From 
my first day in office my team 
has been hard at work on this 
plan and so we have a detailed, 
meaningful plan on which to 
consult. 

“The consultation on the plan 
runs until January 15. It’s a tight 
timescale we have to meet with 
no room for manoeuvre, so I am 
keen to hear as many views as 
possible.”

High price of bobbies on the beat 


THE cost of ‘bobbies on the beat’ 
in Northamptonshire is the 
second highest outside London, 
a report has found. 

According to research by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance (TA), it costs 
more than £950,000 per ‘visible 
and available’ officer or PCSO. 

The TA said that for every £10 
million spent there are 10.5 
police officers visible. 

The force has a budget gap of 
about £20 million, of which £9 
million has been saved so far. 

Matthew Sinclair, TA chief 
executive, said: “Many police 
forces can do more to use their 
resources efficiently and get 
more of their officers out on the 
front line fighting crime. 

“Of course the police have 


some important work to do that 
will sometimes legitimately stop 
them being available for visible 
policing.” 

Superintendent Dave Hill, 
head of organisational delivery, 
said: “Policing is a people busi¬ 
ness - and the reality of deliver¬ 
ing significant savings is that 
the organisation has had to 
reduce in size. 

“However, this has to be viewed 
in the context of the daily 
dialogue we have with our com¬ 
munities, which ensures that we 
structure ourselves in the most 
effective way to meet their needs. 

“This is showing very encour¬ 
aging results, with public confi¬ 
dence and victim satisfaction in 
Northamptonshire Police at 


consistently high levels, while 
the number of anti-social behav¬ 
iour incidents has never been 
lower. 

“This is good news for the 
people of Northamptonshire 
and, as part of the changes we 
continue to make, we have also 
been able to reduce bureaucracy 
considerably meaning that offic¬ 
ers working on the front line face 
fewer distractions. 

“As an example, in the past year 
we have removed more than 200 
forms and pieces of paperwork 
that were felt to be unnecessarily 
bureaucratic - this alone makes 
a huge difference to the amount 
of quality time officers can spend 
dealing with the issues that mat¬ 
ter to local communities.”

LAST week we gave you a run 
down of the top stories from the 
first half of 2012.

JULY 

- THOUSANDS of people filled 
Northamptonshire’s streets 
(right) as the Olympic Torch 
passed through the county. 

- Anxiang Du, the prime sus¬ 
pect of the murder of the Ding 
family, was arrested in Morocco. 
It would end a 14-month man¬ 
hunt for the Coventry business¬ 
man.

DECEMBER 

- A 16-YEAR-OLD boy from 
South Northants was charged 
with terrorism, explosive and 
indecent images offences.

AS both an employee of the NHS and 
a member of the public, I have always 
been proud of the service and the 
values that it inherently stands for.

caseloads.

I am writing to request that our 
Care Commissioning Group (CCG) 
please ensure that local people, 
patients and employees of the NHS 
are listened to- very few people agree 
with privatisation and there are 
petitions which indicate that many 
people would be willing to support 
efforts to protect the NHS from 
privatisation. 

The Health and Social Care Act 
2012 states that local people and 
patients should be involved in the 
work of and delivery of services by 
CCGs. 

I ask that this is put into practice 
and that opinions and involvement 
are sought from those who have 
much to offer in developing the 
NHS in a way that upholds and 
respects the values with which it was 
first set up.

Jail for cigarette 
conspiracy gang

A MAN has been jailed for 
illegally importing more than 
1.3 million cigarettes. 

Milian Matei, 38, a Romanian 
national of Bowthorpe Close, 
Northampton, was sentenced to 
two years in prison. 

He was one of seven people 
jailed at Birmingham Crown 
Court for conspiring to sell 
almost nine million illegal 
cigarettes in the country. 

Matei organised the illegal 
importation of around 1.3 mil¬ 
lion illicit cigarettes. 

The case followed an investiga¬ 
tion by HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC). 

Coventry-based Miqdad Salih 
headed up the UK arm of the 
criminal operation and, along 
with Goran Ahmed and Khalid 
Hareem, distributed millions of 
cigarettes across the Midlands. 

Co-conspirators Ezzat 
Hamasleh, Milian Matei and 
Dmitrijs Smirnovs smuggled 
millions of cigarettes from 


GUILTY: Milian Matei 

Poland, Latvia and Romania for 
sale in the UK. The seventh 
defendant, Ezzat Hamasleh, 
helped to launder the profits 
from the gang’s criminal activi¬ 
ties, which together evaded 
around £1.5 million in unpaid 
duty and VAT. 

lohn Pointing, Assistant 
Director of Criminal 
Investigation for HMRC, said: 
“These men set out to make vast 
amounts of money at the 


expense of legitimate retailers 
by ripping-off unsuspecting 
smokers and the taxpayer. 

“They were out to line their 
own pockets in the belief they 
wouldn’t get caught. 

“However, they are now paying 
the price for their criminal activ¬ 
ity with the loss of their freedom. 

“This will serve as a firm warn¬ 
ing to others involved in tobacco 
smuggling - you will be caught.” 

The Marlboro, Superkings, 
Regal, Sovereign, L&M’s and fin 
Ling cigarettes - which were 
either counterfeit or had no 
legitimate UK market - were 
seized by HMRC criminal 
investigators in 2009 during 
raids at nine locations across the 
Midlands, Kent and 
Lincolnshire. 

Six defendants pleaded guilty 
to Conspiracy to Evade Excise 
Duty under the Customs and 
Excise Management Act 1979 
including Salih, who also plead¬ 
ed guilty along with Hamasaleh 
to money laundering offences 
under the Proceeds of Crime Act 
2002.

Council 
hits out 
at ‘poor 
cover’

A LEADING county councillor has 
spoken out over the poor cover she 
believes will be left if there are only 
two ambulance stations in 
Northamptonshire. 

Cllr Marion Minney, member of the 
health and social care scrutiny commit¬ 
tee, does not believe plans being put for¬ 
ward by East Midlands Ambulance 
Service to replace 53 stations with 13 
hubs in the East Midlands is a good 
option. 

This would leave two hubs in Kettering 
and Northampton which Cllr Minney 
does not feel is adequate for the county. 

Cllr Minney said: “As a council we feel 
there should be a more even spread 
across the county. 

“I think there should be three ambu¬ 
lance stations, one in Kettering, one in 
Northampton and one in the Daventry 
area close to Junction 16 of the Ml. 

“This would help cover the south of the 
county including the Ml and A45. 

“We don’t think two hubs are enough in 
the county but think three would be. 

“The scrutiny committee will meet this 
month and we will again discuss the 
issue. 

“We will continue to communicate with 
the East Midlands Ambulance Service 
but will have to wait until the it produces 
its report.” 

EMAS’ three month public consultation 
closed on December 17 and the results of 
this are being finalised. 

On Monday, January 28, the final plans 
will be reviewed and discussed at the 
Trust Board meeting. 

Any decision reached at this meeting 
will be communicated to staff and the 
public on January 29.

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FILM REVIEW 


THE HOBBIT 

IF the original The Lord of the Rings 
trilogy was like an amazing 
game - then this is like a truly 
I competent expansion pack. 

It isn’t quite as grand and epic as 
I the main feast - i.e. the originals - 
but this prequel is a worthy addition 
to Peter fackson’s extension of 
| Tolkien’s universe. 

Some critics have been sharpening 
I their knives, almost gleefully baying 
for fackson’s blood, but it isn’t 
anywhere near as a disaster as some 
would have made you believe. 

Whether it’s the experimental HFR 
(High Frame Rate) 3D (in some 
I cinemas) - a more life-like format 
that is in its fledgling stages - the 
slow, methodical pacing at the start 
of the film, or fackson scandalously 
expanding the much smaller The 
Hobbit book, the movie still gener¬ 


ally ticks all the boxes for LOTR fans. 
There are a few truths in the previ¬ 
ous paragraph though. 

For casual cinema-goers (or even 
fans) the first half is a bit of a slog as 
Bilbo Baggins (Martin Freeman) is 
almost tricked by Gandalf the Grey 
(Ian McKellen) into enlisting with a 
band of 13 dwarves. 

In fact, the requirement for fackson 
to add notable scenes, including the 
opening between Frodo (Elijah 
Wood) and Older Bilbo (Ian Holm), a 
meeting at Rivendell that includes 
Galadriel (Cate Blanchett), Elrond 
(Hugo Weaving) and Saruman 
(Christopher Lee), and a cave alter¬ 
cation featuring Bilbo and Gollum 
(Andy Serkis) - could easily be con¬ 
ceived as ‘padding’ or a welcomed 
‘fleshing’ of the plot depending on 
your point of view. 

For me, The Hobbit should have 
been a two-part series - now unsur¬ 
prisingly extended to a trilogy by 
greedy execs with dollar signs in 
their eyes - but as it’s now going to 


include an extra movie, the inclu¬ 
sion of characters from the original 
films is a necessity. 

These musings aside though, The 
Hobbit for the most part is a worth¬ 
while addition to the LOTR canon, 
as Bilbo - after the aforementioned 
‘slow-key’ opening - is swept into a 
quest to reclaim the lost Dwarf 
Kingdom of Erebor from the fear¬ 
some dragon Smaug. 

But just like Frodo’s journey to 
Mordor, Erebor is far in the distance 
and this movie only encompasses 
part of their way getting there, bat¬ 
tling trolls and goblins along the way 
- including Thorin’s arch nemesis, 
pale Ore Azog (Manu Bennett), who 
is trailing Bilbo, Gandalf and the 
dwarves. 

Again it’s left to a couple of impres¬ 
sive set pieces including the finale to 
really take it to the next level (and to 
be honest gain an extra mark), but 
these emphatic scenes make it great 
to be back in the LOTR world. 

Unlike with The Fellowship of the 


Ring, it’s hard to get to know a lot of 
the dwarf characters in the compa¬ 
ny. Armitage is stand-out as Thorin, 
but if someone asked me the names 
of any of the other dwarves without 
looking it up I’d really struggle. 

But there’s still room for develop¬ 
ment of these characters in the I 
forthcoming films and fortunately 
Gandalf and Gollum are on top form 
along with Brit favourite Freeman, 
who does everything asked of him 
as Bilbo. 

Ultimately The Hobbit does more 
than enough to leave me looking 
forward to the next episode, instead 
of counting down the year like I did 
with the truly magical first films, 
and will prove to be solid family fare 
over the next few weeks. 

But with fackson raising the bar so 
high, this simply isn’t as ‘precious’ 
as the films from his original trilogy 
- with only the word ‘competent’ 
ringing in my head as I finish my I 
review.

Wilson cues up to 
cause Selby upset

KYREN Wilson is confident he can cause an 
upset against world number one Mark Selby 
when he makes his television debut in the last 32 
of the Arcadien Munich Open on Saturday. 

Wins over Marcus Campbell and Jamie Jones in 
the qualifiers saw Wilson, who practises at 
Northampton’s Barratts snooker club, book his 
place in the televised stages of the sixth European 
Players Tour Championship (PTC) event of the 
season. 

Selby returned to the top of the world rankings 
after winning the prestigious UK Championship 
in December, but Wilson is not daunted by the 
prospect of facing him after claiming the scalps 
of Stephen Hendry, Shaun Murphy and Peter 
Ebdon in 2012. 

“I’m not going to Munich just to enjoy myself 
and play Mark Selby, I’m going there to win the 
tournament,” said the 21-year-old. 

“If I can beat him then, on paper, I will have 
beaten the best player in the world, so there’s no 
reason that I couldn’t go on from there. 

“I played him once when I was 18 and I only lost 
4-2. It was a close game and there were a couple 
of frames that went to the black ball. It gave me 
confidence by knowing that I could hold my own 
against the top players.” 

The clash with Selby, which is being broadcast 
live on Eurosport 2 at 10am, is a fine reward for 
Wilson in a season that has seen him earn his 
place on the Main Tour for 2013/14 after finishing 
as one of the top eight amateurs in the PTC rank¬ 
ings. 

It was not an easy start to the season for him, 
having missed out on regaining his Tour card in 
the Q School events and then suffering a broken 
finger. However, Wilson overcame those obstan- 
cles to put in some consistent performances and 
progress up the PTC Order of Merit. 

The reigning English Under-21 Champion has 
one season of experience on the Tour under his 
belt already, having earned his place after finish¬ 
ing fifth in the old second tier International Open 
Series in 2009/10. 

Although he was relegated back to the amateur 
levels in 2011, Wilson felt comfortable among the 
pros and feels that changing back to a more 
aggressive style of play has helped him regain his 
Tour card. 


“When I first joined the Tour, a lot of people told 
me that I needed to change my style and play 
more safety because the top players will find out 
your weaknesses and pick you off,” said Wilson. 

“I think that changing my style of play was the 
biggest mistake I made. I’m a naturally aggres¬ 
sive player and now I have gone back to playing 
like that. 

“I like to go for my shots and when I have done 
that I have put the frighteners on some of the 
pros.” 

Munich will be his last tournament as an ama¬ 


teur as it signals the end for the PTC events for 
the season. 

Securing a job at Barratts, the bar in 
Northampton who provide him with free table 
time, means he has not had to worry about earn¬ 
ing money solely from playing snooker and 
heaped pressure on himself. 

Becoming a full-time professional remains the 
aim though, and with Wilson’s place back among 
the world’s elite now secure, he is hopeful that 
Saturday will be the first of many televised 
appearances. 


Mallinder searching for Saints consistency

JIM Mallinder is at a loss to explain 
why Northampton Saints are strug¬ 
gling to find a level of consistency as 
they look to claw back the gap 
between themselves and the Aviva 
Premiership top four. 

A17-16 defeat away to Saracens on 
Sunday saw the Saints stay sixth in 
the table, although earning a losing 
bonus point means they are only two 
points off of the play-offs. 

There is a feeling the club have not 
progressed since reaching the 
Heineken Cup final in 2011, but the 
director of rugby is optimistic that his 
side can turn that around in the sec¬ 


ond half of the season. “It’s hard to 
account for and that consistency is 
something that is difficult to put your 
finger on,” said Mallinder. 

“Two years ago we were playing 
really, really well and there are not 
many sides that go to a Heineken Cup 
final and win quarter finals and semi¬ 
finals as we did. 

“We were outstanding that year, 
without a doubt, and I guess with a 
little bit of luck in that last 40 min¬ 
utes we would have come home with 
the Heineken Cup. 

“We are where we are and we’re 
searching and working hard to get 
that 80 minutes. We’ve still got a 
good side and a good team, and 


hopefully in the second half of the 
season we can pick things up a little 
bit more, and get back to those con¬ 
sistent winning ways.” 

Northampton showed plenty of 
promise during last weekend’s defeat 
and were only denied a win when 
Stephen Myler’s late penalty hit the 
crossbar. 

“At the start of the season we were 
good, we won five games on the trot 
and then there are going to be peri¬ 
ods of time when you’re not quite as 
successful,” said Saints back row 
Phil Dowson. 

“The bounce of the ball doesn’t go 
your way, or a penalty in the last min¬ 
ute goes for you and then the ball 


bounces off the crossbar. There are 
going to be times that goes your way, 
either through luck or perseverance.” 

The Saints travel to Exeter Chiefs on 
Saturday and Mallinder believes there 
is plenty they can take from the 
Saracens loss. 

“We were a point away from getting 
a good win away from home against 
second in the league, which would 
have been a great result,” he said. 

“We didn’t quite get that, but it is a 
long season. It’s an away game and 
there are not many teams that go 
down there [Sandy Park] and win. 
We’ve got a very good chance of 
doing that, but we’ve got to play well 
and that’s how we’ve got to view it.” 


Guttridge 
to fight 
for place

LUKE Guttridge expects a fight with 
Lewis Hornby to earn back his place 
in the Northampton Town starting 
line-up after making his long-awaited 
return from injury in the 3-1 win over 
Dagenham & Redbridge on New 
Year’s Day. 

The midfielder had been in line to 
play in the games against AFC 
Wimbledon and Gillingham before 
they were postponed, but played the 
last half an hour at Sixfields on 
Tuesday after coming on as a substi¬ 
tute for Hornby. 

The 17-year-old Cobblers youth 
team product has impressed suffi¬ 
ciently during his spell in the side to 
earn a full-time contract so Guttridge 
is not taking an immediate recall for 
granted. 

“He has done absolutely fantastic,” 
said Guttridge of Hornby. “I’ve been 
saying to him every game that he is 
one of our best players. 

“I’m fit, but it doesn’t mean I’ll be 
playing the next game and I don’t 
expect to. If he is playing well and 
keeping his place then it’s up to me 
to earn my place back. 

“I haven’t got any right to go in 
once I’m back fit. He’s proved that he 
is good enough and if I do get my 
place back in the next couple of 
weeks it’s up to me to keep the jersey 
as well.” 

Manager Aidy Boothroyd has been 
looking forward to welcoming 
Guttridge back into the side after 
being out for nearly three months 
with a stress fracture in his foot. 

“He just gives us something differ¬ 
ent. He gives us a voice,” said 
Boothroyd. 

“He has worked very hard to get 
back where he is and the first touch 
he made was a great little through 
ball to Clive Platt on a difficult pitch.” 

Tuesday’s win made it five wins 
from Northampton’s last six home 
games and they welcome Fleetwood 
Town to Sixfields on Saturday seek¬ 
ing to close the four-point gap 
between themselves and the League 
Two play-off places. 

“Everyone will agree amongst the 
players that we have slightly undera¬ 
chieved in what we want to do,” said 
Guttridge. “Every defining game this 
season where we could have broken 
into the play-offs we seem to have 
come undone. 

“That’s behind us and we can have 
a really good second half to the sea¬ 
son. Hopefully we can be successful.”

GJ VAN Velze insists there is no need for 
Northampton Saints to panic about 
dropping out of the Aviva Premiership 
play-off places ahead of Saturday’s trip 
to Exeter Chiefs. 

The Saints suffered an agonising 17-16 
defeat away to Saracens in Milton Keynes 
on Sunday when Stephen Myler’s long- 
range penalty with the final kick of the 
match bounced back off the crossbar. 

That result leaves them sixth in the 
table and eight points behind Sarries, 
who moved back up into second place. 
However, Van Velze sees no cause for 
concern with Northampton just two 
points off of the top four. 

“It’s only my first season, but I can’t see 
a Premiership being won or lost in the 
middle of the season,” said the South 
African number eight who signed from 
the Blue Bulls in the summer. 

“Where we are now makes a hell of a 
difference because you want to play in 
home semi-finals and finals, but there is 
still plenty of rugby to be played. 

“We don’t know what is happening in 
the future, so there is no need for any 
team to push the panic button now. 

“For us, we need to concentrate more 
on closing games down, especially in the 
last ten minutes because that is what 
competition rugby is about.” 

Victory over Exeter at Sandy Park last 
season proved to be the game that virtu¬ 
ally sealed the Saints’ place in the play¬ 
offs. While this weekend’s game may not 


have quite the same implications, it is 
still a vital encounter. Phil Dowson 
acknowledged last weekend’s defeat was 
hugely frustrating, but said the squad is 
is not downcast. Indeed, he is relishing 
the prospect of heading to Devon. 

“We can pack our bags and go home, or 
we can get back up, run at Exeter and see 
what happens down there,” said Dowson. 

“These are places that we want to play. 
You play at Ulster, Leicester, and I think 
Sandy Park is up there with places that 
have good crowds and are tough to play. 

“If you’re lucky enough to get a win that 
makes it all the more pleasurable.” 

Northampton have struggled against 
the top sides in the Premiership this sea¬ 
son. They have lost home and away to 
Saracens along with suffering defeats to 
defending champions Harlequins and 
Leicester Tigers. 

But Van Velze believes results like the 
win away to previously unbeaten Ulster 
in the Heineken Cup and parts of 
Sunday’s game, which the Saints led 
16-11 heading into the final 20 minutes, 
show the gap is not as big as some might 
think. 

“The difference between being a world- 
class team and just a good team every 
other week is detail to stuff that you 
rarely see on the TV,” said Van Velze. 

“For us, concentration is one thing 
because we are on for one week and off 
for another week. 

“We’ve shown more than once that we 
have got the ability, we just need to back 
it up with another good performance in 
the next game.”
